BARCELONA, June 28 — The 
Spanish Government published a 
note to Great Britain last night ap- 
proving the establishment of a neu- 
tral commission to investigate air 
raids on unfortified Spanish cities. 

Denouncing aerial attacks on 
civilian populations as “mass 
slaughter,” the note asserted “what- 
ever else the continuation of aerial 
aggressions may require will be 
based on this consideration.” 

This declaration implied a pledge 
not to retaliate with raids.on de-. 
fénseless insurgent towns but hint- 
ed at possible reprisals against 
other unspecified regions. 

The note charged that “German 
and Italian aviation has felt. itself. 
free to extend its terroristic and 
destructive action against the civil 
population” despite the Spanish 
Government's abstention from such 
attacks. 

' JReprisals in Abeyance. 

Expressing gratitude at diplo- 
matic efforts to halt the raids, how- 
ever, the Government made it plain 
that any plans for reprisals would 
be held in abeyance pending a trial 
of plans of the neutral commission. 

(Reports on Saturday said Gov- 
ernment Spain was considering re- 
taliatory raids on “foreign coun- 
tries sharing fesponsibility” for the 
attacks on unprotected Government 
towns.) 

»The Spanish Government hails 
the creation of the investigating 
committee and declares itself in 
accord with its composition and 
aims and assures it the immediate 
support of its most determined and 
loyal co-operation,” the note said. 

Premier Juan Negrin's Cabinet, 
after studying a British communi- 
cation on makeup of the commis- 
sion, issued a communique an- 
nouncing. attacks on the British

The Cabinet communique said: 
“Activities abroad by certain ele- 
ments in loyalist Spain are sus- 
ceptible, even with the most noble 
intentions, of causing errors con- 
cerning the true plans of the Gov- 
ernment, constituting perilous ele- 
ments of disorder and confusion. 

“The Council of Ministers recalls 
that the foreign policy of Spain is 
conducted only by the Government 
through its authorized organs.” 

The statement added the warning 
that anyone acting without spe- 
cific orders from Barcelona would 
suffer punishment “of the utmost 
severity.” 

The British Minister submitted 
the note announcing the formation 
of the neutral commission compris- 
ing a Briton, Swede, and a Nor- 
wegian, whose headquarters will be 
Toulouse. The committee expect- 
ed to begin work this week. Its 
investigations of bombings are to 
be followed by reports seeking to 
arouse world opinion against bomb- 
ings of unprotected cities.

Sweden Reported to Have Refused 
to Join in Neutral Inquiry.

PARIS, June 28.—A source close 
to the Foreign Office said tonight 
that the British-sponsored plan to 
send a neutral commission into 
Spain to investigate bombings of 
civilian centers had struck a snag 
because Sweden had refused to par-

His hand still 
gripped a revolver, pointed at his 
head.

The revolver, police inquiry 
showed, belonged to Bates’ father, 
Hermes Bates, a watchman, and 
was taken earlier in the day from 
the father's home, 4279A Labadie 
avenue, 

Bates was employed by a Wash- 
ington avenue hosiery manufactur- 
ing firm. Mrs. Bates, for three 
years before her marriage, was em- 
ployed in a candy store at Jeffer- 
gon avenue and Olive street. The 
two were married by Geo R. 
Hart, St. Louis County — tine 
justice, early in the morning of 
May 30. They had been acquainted 
several years. 

Quitting her job soon after the 
marriage, the bride remarked to 
the store proprietor, that she was 
“disgusted with married life.” To 
the woman from whom the two 
rented their flat, after a disagree- 
ment whether they should go up- 
stairs or downstairs, young Mrs. 
Bates, who had her way, remarked: 
It's hell to be fighting when you're 
just married.”

Pickets Creamery at Richland

swers to the merry-go-rounds in the 
two leagues, the magnates joyfully 
contemplate the huge piece of pie 
they’re going to slice for themselves 
if the thing keeps up. 

The totally unexpected surges of 
the Cleveland Indians and Cincin- 
nati Reds in their respective 
leagues, together with the none-too- 
secure picture presented by both 
defending pennant holders, has the 
turnstiles clicking at a tune indi- 
cating a possible all-time attend- 
ance high this season. 

May Set New Record. 

On the basis of a semiofficial As- 
sociated Press survey today, 10 of 
the 16 clubs should go over their 
1937 figures; three others, including 
the Yankees, who pulled 1,141,996 
through the turnstiles last season, 
should finish with about the same 
attendance, and the whole set-up 
promises a good chance of eclipsing 
the record “gate” of 10,186,000 fans 
who made a banner year of the 1930 
“depression” campaign. Only the 
Phillies, St. Louis Cardinals and 
Chicago White Sox look like they 
may not duplicate or better their 
1937 figures.

IN THIS DAY of strange happen- 
ings it would not be so queer if 
some outsider dropped from the 
clouds to defeat both the big 
name stars. 

Such an upset happened in 1930, 
another year in which two great 
horses vied for supremacy—Gal- 
lant Fox and Whichone. In the 
Travers Stakes only Jim Dandy 
ran against the two standouts. 
The riders of both famous three- 
year-olds forgot the despised third 
contender and each tried to run 
the other’s mount into the ground. 
As a result, Gallant Fox and 
Whichone had nothing left for 
the stretch run and the plodder, 
Jim Dandy, beat them out of a 
$30,000 purse. 

Some fast: flying lightweight, 
such as Menow, may take an early 
lead in tomorrow’s race that the 
topweights will be unable to over- 
come, It’s not likely—but in horse 
races strange things happen.

Sir Donald denied he threatened 
Sandys with the act, but acknowl- 
edged he had summoned him on a 
request by Hore-Belisha and asked 
Sandys to tell him whether he had 
obtained the anti-aircraft informa- 
tion through a breach of the Se- 
crets Act by “someone.” 

In addition to investigating San- 
dys’ allegations, the 10-man com- 
mittee will inquire generally into 
the Habilities of members of Par- 
liament under the Secrets Act. 
Hore-Belisha told Commons he in- 
tended to more than double the 
number of the nation’s anti-air- 
craft defenders and declared pro- 
duction of anti-aircraft guns was

“Roberta” is a show so thorough- 
ly modern, both in concept and in 
staging, that it easily takes preced- 
ence over anything from the Victor 
Herbert or Sigmund Romberg eras.

Hand” and especially “Lovely to 
Look At,” and “I Won't Dance,” 
from the screen version, are readily 
recalled. Yet it is not essentially 
suitable to the big Municipal Thea- 
ter stage and it cannot be stretched 
to that size. 

There was evidence last night 
that the whole house knew what 
was going on but plainly the full 
enjoyment went only to those in 
the front sections. A scene like 
the one in which Stephanie puts 
on her mother’s court dress—the 
most sentimental and charming in 
the entire play—is almost wasted.

How We Feel 
Is Affected

Dr. Peterson has gone on to oth- 
er diseases and has shown, for in- 
stance, that diabetes fluctuates con- 
siderably with weather changes. 
The blood sugar was followed in a 
number of individuals and it fluc- 
tuated quite regularly with the 
weather. This is a disease in which 
the patient is not aware of his con- 
dition by sensations — he has not 
the guiding symptom of pain—but 
he may be better on some days, and 
worse on others, without know- 
ing it. 

Tuberculosis has its ups and 
downs also, depending on weather. 
It has been known for a long time 
that there is a gross relationship 
of tuberculosis to climate—that it 
tends to occur under certain weath- 
er conditions, although the exact 
nature or cause of that relationship 
has been and still is in dispute. But 
Dr. Peterson has followed a num- 
ber of cases and has prepared 
charts showing that such things as 
temperature, hemorrhages and 
amount of cough can be correlated 
with changes in weather. 

How practical these studies will 
be cannot be at present predicted, 
Certainly the old principle that no- 
body seems to do anything about 
the weather is still true. But with 
much knowledge available, people 
can select their own climate to fit 
their own disease.

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The theater owners were inter- 
ested principally in these large 
costs because they meant a higher 
price to the exhibitor. They felt 
that if salaries were cut, costs 
would drop and they would have a 
chance to make money. Mr. Wallis 
does not feel that the charges are 
entirely justified. 


He admits that some salaries are 
out of all proportion to the ability 
and drawing power of the recipi- 
ent. However, he points out, in 
good times no one complained of 
them, and the out-of-proportion 
figures usually were set in good 
times. Now, in a recession, the old 
contracts still hold. good and noth- 
ing can be done until they run out. 
Had times continued good, he says, 
there never would have been com- 
plaints in these instances, 


In other cases, he does not feel 
that the exhibitors were justified in 
their choices. Often the stars them- 
selves are at fault, he says, because 
they insist on approval clauses in 
their salaries—clauses giving them 
the right to pick their own stories, 
their casts, their directors and their 
spots, and enabling them to help 
with the scripts. All such work, 
he feels, should be left to writers, 
directors and producers better 
equipped for such antics. Any star 
who cuts his or her own throat, he 
thinks, has it coming.’ 

Again, he reasons, many stars 
often have a run of bad pictures— 
whether through their own choos- 
ing or not. This, he says, the ex- 
hibitors fail to take into account, 
and are all too willing to squirm 
and squeal because of several bad 
weeks. Almost any star can, and 
may have, he says, come back aft- 
er sag of eclipse or even black- 
ou 

The complaint against huge pro- 
duction costs in many cases strike 
Wallis as shortsightedness. He 
wonders what the exhibitors would 
say if they never were offered pro- 
ductions of the size and expense of 
“Stage Door,” “Robin Hood,” “Test 
Pilot” and others like them.

hibitor something fine,” he said. 
“You can’t condemn the producer 
for that. Many of these large pro- 
ductions have lost money recently, 
but how can you figure that. Many 
persons are laying off expensive 
restaurants, hotels and theaters. 
There are 120,000,000 persons in the 
country, and if most of them, all at 
once, not only start going to the 
picture theater once instead of 
three times a week, and then shop 
about for pictures, what can you 
do? What industry is there that 
isn’t feeling the same pinch.” 


ESPITE the fantastic salaries 

received by some of the stars 

named by the I. T. O. A., Wallis 
would like to know how the exhibit- 
ors figured out which ones were 
poison when more than one star 
appeared in a picture. Counting for 
the usual slumps, he pointed: out, 
there was no reasonable basis on 
which to accuse one or the other. 
Finally, he said, there existed that 
intangible something or other 
which made the public flock to one 
picture while ignoring another 


which might be equally good if not 


better. That principle, he said, had 
held good, mysteriously, since the 
start of show business. 


Wallis has little use for the pe- 
riodic predictions that the motion 
picture industry, as now operated, 
is through—that it must be revolu- 
tionized, new ideas pit into prac 
tice and something entirely differ- 
ent offered to the public. 


“How are you going to revolution- 
ize the industry unless you stop 
using actors and draw cartoons ex- 
clusively?” he asked. There is only 
one way to make a good picture 
and it is the same method we al- 
ways have used—get a good story, 
cast it well, give it intelligent direc- 
tion and let it go. Probably the 
choice of stories could be improved 
tremendously and these cycles of 
various types of pictures should be 
stopped.

May Be Risk

dling. The beginner learns that 
when partner has bid two suits he 
must show which he prefers, and 
when he hrs no real preference, 
should return to the first named 
suit. This is all very well, as 
ground work, but the matter is not 
nearly cut and dried enouga to 
be covered by a rigid rule. There 
are times when even showing » 
preference should be declined be- 
cause of the risk that it may lead 
to further bidding. Consider the 
following situation:

Although North passed to the 
three spade bid in a hurry, the 
damage had been done. 

West opened the club queen and 
declarer found that he could not 
avoid the loss of one spade trick, 
two hearts, a diamond and aclub, 
thus suffering a 100-point penalty, 


North’s first error had been to 
make any bid whatever in response 
to South’s spade. With as bare an 
honor trick as North held, and with 
the horrible 438-3-3 distribution, 
North should not have made even 
the negative no trump response. He 
should have passed! Considering 
that he did make this shaded re- 
sponse, however, he should have 
realized that if South had a good 
two-suiter, he might make one more 
try toward game if North gave him 
the chance to do so. Although 
North's bid was nothing but a pref- 
erence, South still cannot be criti- 
ciséd for having made his game try 
with three spades. He had two 
reasonably solid suits. If North 
could deliver as much as the spade 
queen and another entry there would 
be a good play for game. . 

The point was that North knew 
very well he had shaded his no 
trump response, that South might 
be counting him for a shade more 
and that, consequently, there would 
be some danger, however slight, 
that over the preference bid of two 
spades South would make another 
bid. North should have nipped this 
possibility in the bud by passing to 
two diamonds. He was not playing 
duplicate and, therefore, a minor 
suit part-score contract was just as 
good as a major suit. The real crux 
was to make certain that the bid 
ding did not pass the two level. 

It follows, therefore, that under 
certain circumstances even prefer- 
ence bidding must be used with 
great discrimination. .

This is the second of a series of 
articles on points of interest te 
visitors in Mexico. 


HERE are five chief points of 
T interest that every traveler to 

Mexico City sees and enjoys. 
They are the famous “House of 
Tiles,” the incomparably beautiful 
Palace of Fine Arts, the great 
Paseo de la Reforma, .Chapultepec 
Park, and the immense Castle Cha- 
pultepec. There is one fact that is 


applicable to all these places; they 
are redolent of historic associa- 
tions, they possess a romantic ap- 
peal, and they are intrinsically 
beautiful within themselves. 

The Casa de los Azulejos, House 
of Tiles, is perhaps the most pic- 
turesque Colonial secular edifice on 
the American continent, Even its 
reason for being is bizarre and in- 
teresting. The wealthy and thrifty 
County of the Valley of Orizaba 
had a son who did not seem to in- 
herit any of his father’s business 
acumen, being instead rather prof- 
ligate and considerable of a play- 
boy. The father remonstrated with 
his wayward boy, using in his re- 
proof the popular phrase, “You will 
never build a House of Tiles,” to 
express his doubt of the boy's sa- 
gacity. The son, however, replied 
that he would. one day build the 
finest in all the world! And he 
did. 

He began to assiduously develop 
trade between Japan and Mexico, 
accumulated a fortune, bought the 
house originally built in 1596 by his 
grandfather and proceeded to im- 
port the finest Mudejar tiles from 
Spain and completely cover the edi- 
fice, inside and outside, with these

A descendant of Herman Cortez’ 
first wife eventually acquired the 
building, it passed into the hands 
of Do tonio Suarez de Peredo 
Hu o de Mandoza y Paredes, the 
Court Chamberlain to Empress 
Carlota, and then into the hands 
of the Iturbe family, who still own 


From 1891 to 1914 it was the home 
of the Jockey Club of Mexico City, 
the etched glass transom still bear- 
ing the insignia of the club. The 
entire building, which occupies the 
block extending along Condesa 
street between Avenue Madero to 
Avenue Chinco de Mayo is decorat- 
ed with the finest tilework, the 
battlemented roof has rows of 
niches for the figures of saints, the 
balconies are of the most exquisite 
Chinese workmanship. The inte- 
rior is decorated in the Churriguer- 
esque manner, there is a beau- 
tifully carved fountain on the east 
side of what was once the patio, 
there are gracefully carved pillars 
surrounding this part of the vener- 
able edifice and the doorways and 
the grand staircase are of poly- 
chromatic tiles. 


At the head of the great stair is 
a strikingly beautiful painting, ti- 
tled “Omniscience,’ by the famous 
Mexican painter Jose Clemente 
Orozco. The Casa de los Azulejos 
is now occupied by the Sanborn 
family, and has become the “Tour- 
ist Meeting Place of Mexico.” 

From the House of Tiles is a 
short step to the Palacio de Bellas 
Artes, sometimes called the Nation- 
al Theater. It is an immense struc- 
ture of pure white marble, with a 
dome of gilded tiles ranging in 
shades from light gold at the top

It was designed by the Italian 
architect Adam Boari and embodies 
in its construction rounded corners 
to prevent the accumulation of dust, 
scientific sound chambers, exacting 
arrangement of seats for perfect 
vision and best acoustic proper- 
ties throughout the auditorium, all 
hydraulic equipment for operating 
the scenery and the most elaborate 
electrical equipment known. The 
pipe organ, of German make, is 
one of the three largest in the 
world, costing $200,000, and using 
over 7000 pipes. 

The curtain, perhaps the most 
talked-of item in the theater, is 
made of thousands of pieces of 
spun glass held in a bronze frame 
and designed by Tiffany’s of New 
York. It is from a painting by the 
famous Mexican artist Gerard Mu- 
rillo and between acts an electrical 
effect using thousands of colored 
lights gives the appearance of dawn, 
noon and late evening on the twin 
volcanoes, Popocatapetl and Ixtac- 
cihuatl. 

The theater seats 3500 people, 
and besides the main auditorium it 
has dozens of rooms, each built of 
a different colored marble, in which 
are art exhibits and at intervals 
showings of native crafts and han- 
diwork. The theater, or Palace of 
Fine Arts as it is officially desig- 
nated, was begun in 1900 and re- 
quired 36 years to complete, some 
of the delay being caused by the 
fact that the immense weight of the 
marble used in its construction 


caused it to settle in the unstable 


earth on which Mexico is built. No 
one knows its total cost, but. fig- 
ures that are probably reliable 
place it at about 25,000,000 pesos, 
El Paseo de la Reforma begins 
at the equestrian statue of Charles 
IV, and t delightfully shaded, 
wide, palm-bordered and tree-lined 
avenue extends in a direct tangent 
to Chapultepec Park and Castile, 
three miles away. 
* ss * 
ASEO DE LA REFORMA was 
so named in commemoration: of 
the reform laws passed on July 
12, 1860; which returned the church 
property in Mexico to the state, 
It was laid out to connect Chapulte- 
pec Castle with the downtown sec- 
tor by order of the Emperor Maxi- 
milian. 


In the center of this lovely cal- 
gada are two gigantic monuments, 
two large statues, and several cir- 
cular glorietas, palm filled, and 
with flowers forming intrinsically 
beautiful designs changing with the 
‘seasons. The first statue is that 
of Charles Fourth, at the beginning 
of the Paseo. This statue was the 
first bronze statue cast in America 
and one of the most striking in 
the world. It was unveiled on Dec. 
9, 1803, and is the work of Manuel 
Tolsa, the eminent Catalan sculp- 
tor. The statue is 15 feet, 9 inches 
high and weighs 30 tons.

500,000. The soft earth of Mexico 
City made necessary a foundation 
of extensive woodwork consisting 
of over 65 miles of piling, on top 
of which is poured unnumbered 
tons of cement reinforced with 
drawn steel bars. The bronze fig- 
ure was cast in Florence, Italy, the 
marble and granite being also from 
Italian quarries. The total height 
of the shaft and figure is 150 feet 
and a stairway leads upward 
through the center to the top of 
the monument and affords a vant- 
age point from which all Mexico 
City: spreads out in one gorgeous 
panorama. 

From the Monument to Independ- 
ence, the broad Paseo leads on to 
the two golden lions guarding the 
entrance to Chapultepec Park and 
Castle. There is a wide avenue 
turning to the right and the left 
after a short distance to form the 
wide, circular avenue extending 
completely around the outer edge 
of the park. It goes on to reach 
the more densely wooded area with 
its ancient ahuehuete trees, some of 
which are a thousand years old, and 
then swings around past the ar- 
tillery station and near the site of 
the Molino del Rey. 


The entire park is dotted with 
smal] retreats for reading, writing, 
watching children or simply “sit- 
ting.” Here and there are fountains 
such as the “Don Quixote” foun- 
tain with its attendant book stall 
where anyone can borrow the clas- 
sical works without charge. As the 
circular avenue winds back to the 
entrance it passes the duck pond 
and at the “Fountain of 
Frogs’ again joins the entrance- 
way. 


On Sundays and days of Fiesta, 
from 11 a. m. to 1 p. m., Chapulte- 
pec Park is one of the most color 
ful of places. The far-famed “Char- 
ros with their praneing horses 
and dressed in the fanciful native 
costume ride through the park, with 
occasionally a dark-eyed Mexican 
beauty dressed in her “China Pob- 
lana” adding color to the ensem- 
ble. There is a steady flow of au- 
tomobiles, occupied by the residents 


of Mexico City as well as tourists. 
In the center of the park, high 
above the level of ‘the surrounding 
terrain, is the imposing Chapultepec 
Castle. Its great bulk can be only 
partly appreciated until you climb 
the gentle gradient leading up to 
it and it is then seen as a building 
of tremendous proportions. 
On this eminence, whose name 
“Chapultepec” means in the Aztec 
e “Hill of the Grasshop- 
pers,” there was an old pagan tem- 
ple when the white man first saw 
Mexico. When the settlement grew 
and became the Aztec city of 
Tenochtitlan Moctezuma made the 
location of the present palace his 
summer residence. 
* « . 
HE present building, or rather 
T tne original of the present .one, 
was begun in 1783 by the Duke 
of Galvez, for whom Galveston, 
Tex., was named. His son continued 
the work, but was recalled to Spain 
and the building gradually fell into 
decay. Then in 1840 the western 
portion was made usable and a 
military school established in it. 
When the war with the United 
States became a certainty it was 
immediately turned into a fort. 
After the battle of Molino del Rey, 
a half-mile away, the American 
troops under Generals Scott, Pil- 
low, Quitman, Worth and Twiggs 
stormed the castle and captured it 
after two days of bloody conflict. 
The Emperor Maximilian con- 
ceived the idea of making a beau- 
tiful and luxurious home of the 
rambling structure. Both the build- 


the ing itself and the grounds surround- 


ing it were completely transformed, 
no expense was red for the fin- 
est paintings, sculptures, furnish- 
ings, tapestries and fitments from 
all over the world. President Por- 
firio Diaz further enriched the cas- 
tle and until President Cardenas’ 
day all the rulers of Mexico have 
made it their home, President Car- 
denas, however, has turned the Cas- 
tle of Chapultepeg into a historical 
museum, open to the public.
